As cooperation In science and 
technology expands, and as ex- 
ports of Industrial equipment In- 
crease, the Chamber now plays 
a much greater role os a pateiil 
Irustoe: It carries out operallons 
to patent inventions and In- 
dustrial prototypes; registers the 
trade marks of Soviet enter- 
prises, patents foreign inven- 
tions and Industrial protolypes 
as well as registers organizations 


abroad, and trade marks Hied by 
foreign citizens ond by legal sub* 
Jecls In this country. It has also 
stepped up Its activities In the 
protection of Industrlsl properly 
and ol patents on Soviet exports 
At present, with asslslanco from 
Ihe Chamber, more than 21 thou* 
sand Soviet patents receive pro- 
tection abroad, while nearly |2 
thousand foreign patents are 
protected In this country. 

Foreign businessmen are 
making increasing use ol the 
Center for International Trade 
and SclenllHc and Technical 
Links with Foreign Countries in 
Moscow. Many firms have open- 
ed permanent representative of- 
fices at the Center under the 
auspices ol the All-Union As- 
sociation of Soviuccnli. In lORt. 
Ihe Trade Ccatcr undertook 
meetings and ncgollatlons, and 
corresponded with tno foreign 
firms. Including companies not 
accredited In the USSR but 
wishing lo develop linkic with 
Soviet partners.
